A Letter to the Waterhouses Apparently Re- 
ceived by the Steamer China—Appre- 
hension at Washington— 

Other Conjectures.

CEDAR RAPIDS (lowa,) Nov. 16.— 
(By the Associated Press.) Tonigh, 
William Waterhouse of this city, a 
member of the Waterhouse family, 
which has large commercial interests 
in the Hawaiian Islands, received a 
letter from W. O. Smith, attorney-gen- 
eral of the provisional government, ia 
which the hatter said:. 

“While all are waiting, and a few 
Supporters of the provisional govern- 
ment are restless, there is a deep and 
abiding sentiment against returning to 
the monarehy,* and a determination to 
maintain good government that will 
not be suppressed, and which will show 
its€if in armed resistance whenever the 
occasion calls for it. 


“As the time passes, an overwhelm- 
ing portion of the intelligent element 
of the community manifests more and 
more that it will not submit to return 
to the old order of things.”’ 

RECKONING FORCES. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—It is 
leanf#d that the forces of the provi- 
sional government in Hawaii, though 
small, are well-organized and disci- 
plined, and most of them are sharp- 
shooters. It is said that 2000 picked 
men have been provided with arms in 
Honolulu, and enrolled in drilled com- 
panies. They have been trained for 
two months past as a safeguard against 
any Royalist uprising in the islands. 

These companies are made yp of 
white men, largely. Eighteen rapid-fire 
guns are included in the militia equip- 
Ment; the’ arnis being Winchester rifles. 
This force would ke superior to what 
the men-of-war,at Honolulu could. put 
ashore. But no one seems to believe 
that any resistance would be made 
should the marines actually be landed. 

‘The possibility that Minister Wil- 
lis will not be able to carry out 
the programme of a peaceable restora- 
tion of the Queen and the amalgama- 
tion of the provisional government 
with her administration makes all in- 
terested in the government ill at ease. 
Consequently news from Hawaii is 
awaited with more earnestness by the 
Cleveland administration than by the 
general public. 

ARMSTRONG TALKS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—William 
H. Armstrong of Hampton, Va., form- 
erly attorney-general of the Hawaiian 
Islands, is in the city. His parents 
were missionaries to Polynesia, and 
his mother died in Honolulu .only a 
year ago. -Armstrong was a member 
of Kalakaua’s cabinet. 

He expressed the opinion that Presi- 
dent Dole will not capitulate with Min- 
ister Willis unless the latter has au- 
thority to absolutely guarantee the life 
and property of the provisional gov- 
ernment and its followers against the 
natives and Royalists. 

M'MICHAEL. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Col. Mc- 
Michael, editor of the Philadelphia 
North American, when asked this morn- 
ing to give an opinion of the Hawaiian 
question, said the drift of opinion is 
that the policy of the administration 
toward Hawalil is dangerous. The fact 
that this government thought it wise 
to attempt td take down the republic and 
restore the monarcy was deplored, and 
regarded with apprehension. 

SENATOR FRYE’S VIEW. 

BOSTON, Nov. 16.—Senator William 
P. Frye of Maine was tendered a 
complimentary dinner, this afternoon, 
by the Blaine Eulogy Committee. In 
an interview he expressed himself 
freely regarding the Hawaiian situa- 
the prestnt situation is 
antagonistic to the feelings of most 
Americans. 


WHAT HE WILL ATTEMPT. 


Minister Willis to Urge the Provisionals to 
Take Monarchial Offices. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The close secrecy 
maintained by the State Department on 
the Hawalian affair. makes it difficult 
to judge how much of that printed as 
fact is true, and how much is specula- 
tion. No word has been given by au- 
thority up to this time, as to what are 
actual instructions to Mr. Willis are. 

It is sometimes possible to corrobo- 
rate so much of surmise as happens to 
be accurately made, and the readers of 
the Associated Press dispatches can 
reasonably rely on the accuracy of the 
statement that Minister Willis is in- 
structed to tse all his powers of per- 
sguasion to induce the provisional goy- 
ernment to consent to retire in favor 
of the Queen,

tionists, and will seek to induce the 
members of the present government to 
accept office under the Queen, but wil!

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A Washington special

SENATOR DOLPH INTERVIEWED. 


— — 


Other Governments Besides This Have Rec- 
ognized the Provisional Government. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—(By the 
Associated Press.) Upon being asked 
by an Associated Press reporter, for his 


ent administration toward Hawaii, Sen- 
ator Dolph said that he did not wish 
to be quoted as criticising the adminis- 
tration, because of his membership on 
the Committee. on Foreign Relations. 

He called attention to the fact that 
he had fully outlined his position upon 
the subject in a speech in the Senafe 
toward the close of the Fifty-second 
Congress, soon after the receipt of the 
news of the revolution in Hawaii, in 
which he - advocated annexation, and 
said he would again, at the first op- 
portunity after the assembling of Con- 
gress in December, take occasion to ex- 
press his views upon the question. 

“The present government of, Hawaii,’’ 
Nhe continued, “is an existing govern- 
ment, recognized by foreign powers, and 
it would appear as though the attempt 
to overthrow it would be an act of hos- 
tility on the part of the administration 
towards a friendly government, unex- 
ampled in our history, and unwarrant- 
ed by the>Constitution. If the policy 
of the administration should give the 
control of these islands to a European 
power, it would be scarcely less inju- 
rious to our commercial interests than 
the action of President Cleveland, eight 
years ago, in withdrawing from the 
Senate the Nicaragua Canal treaty.’ ~ 

Senator Dolph is of the opinion that 
the Hawaliian question will demand con- 
siderable attention from Congress at 
the approaching session, and thinks it 
will come up in the shape of resolu- 
tions of inquiry. Congress could, he 
Says, pass an act directing the Presi- 
dent to open negotiations for annexa- 
tion. 


HAS BEEN BEEN THERE. 


A California Congressman Who Visted Hono- 
lulu During the Blount Regime. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Congressman Loud 
was interviewed today regarding the 
impressions which he received on his 
recent trip to Honolulu, which he took 
for the purpose of studying the annex- 
ation question. 

“T arrived in Honolulu,” said Con- 
gressman Loud, ‘‘a few days after Com- 
sioner Blount, whom f knew well“in 
Washington. There is something about 
him that I Jike, but he is narrow. 
went down there with the idea that he 
had the weight of the United States on 
his shoulders. His investigation, I have 
no doubt, took a very narrow range. 

“There is no doubt of the high char- 
acter of the provisional government. 
The men at the head of it would com- 
mand respect anywhere. I’ am_ thor- 
oughly acquainted with: public. senti- 
ment among the whites. The business 
community is practically united in sup- 
port of the present government. 

‘Should a Republican President make 
a demand that Liliuokalani be re- 
established on the throne I would say 
that he would be impeached by public 
sentiment in the United States, if not by 
Congress. Should the Queen be re- 
stored by force, she certainly would be 
deposed again unless that show of force 
was maintained. 

“Naturally, my sentiments as . an 
‘American incline me to favor annexa- 
tion. If it can be brought about in har- 
mony with our institutions and -without 
violence, and if the race and _ labor 
problems on the islands could be. solved 
under annexation, it would be a pita 
thing for all concerned.”

Little Girl Pupils ‘Suffocated by the 
Smoke. 
MADISON (Wis.,) Nov. 16.—.By the 


Associated Press.) Edgewood Semi- 
nary, a Dominican institution two miles 
from this city, burned tonight.

Both buildings burned to the ground, 
and two little girl pupils suffocated in 
bed.

One of the sis- 
ters was very badly affected by inhal- 
ing smoke, and her recovery is doubt- 
ful. The fire originated on the second 
floor, and burned very rapidly.

SIBERIAN REFUGEES. 


An Investigation to Be ‘Made Into the San 
Francisco Cases. 

CHICAGO, Nov... 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) There will be a hard 
fight for the release of the Siberian 
refugees in jail at San Francisee._-The 
Society, of Americans for Russian Free- 
dom has engaged able counsel to go to 
San Francisco to aid in defending the 
prisoners. J. A. Hourwich, professor 
of political economy at the University 
of Chicago, and a gifted lawyer, is 
one of these; the other is Attorney Dar- 
row of this city. 

Hourwich is a Russian, familiar with 
the methods of his government. He 
has an authentic list of 500 political ex- 
iles of Siberia. If the prisoners at San 
Francisco are on this list, it will be, in 
the counsel's judgment, sufficient to de- 
mand their release. If not, it is hoped 
the prisoners will be identified by prom- 
inent Russians in this country.

LONDON, Nov. 16—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Daily Tele- 
graph, in its financial article, this morn- 
ing, says that it is stated the total loss 
of the Bank of England through Chief 
Cashier Mays’s advances on unsound 
securities will not exceed $100,000. There 
is no reason to expect that there will 
be any important reduction in the next 
dividend. 

The Times, ‘in its financial columns, 
emphasizes yestesday’s denial, and says 
the character of the rumors is now well 
understood, and’ that bears have un- 
doubtedly been  repurchasing. “We 
think, however, that the bank would 
be well advised to break its customary 
reticence, and make known how small 
is the basis of fact on whieh the ru- 
mors rest.”’ 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 


The Nature of Its Bad Financiering and 
Irregularities. 

LONDON, Nov. 16.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Bank of En- 
gland officials continue to maintain si- 
lence regarding 
financiering on its part. It is stated on 
good authority, however, that’ the 
bank’s oeennection with bad financier- 
ing is practically limited to its trans- 
actions with a South American and 
Mexican company, which has been ven- 
tilated in the courts, and the fact that 
there have been irregularities is con- 
fined to allowing favored customers to 
substitute less desirable securities for, 
those upon which the money was orig- 
inally lent. 

WALL STREET UNDISTURBED. 

NEW.. YORK, Nov. 16.—The reports 
circulated from London regarding the 
alarming rumors affecting the manage- 
ment of the Bank of England, are not 
Large houses; 
with European connections, are satis- 
fied from their advices that the rumors 
are unfounded. 

AN IRREGULARITY. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—A cable to the 
Evening Post from London says the. 
gy of England scandal is dying out. 
No formal contradiction has been is- 
sued, but it is understood the loss is 
trifling. The chief cashier exceeded his 
functions by permitting the substitu- 
tion of securities pledged without the 
authority of his superiors. He was 
dismissed last week. 

There has been no fraud, only irregu- 
larities. One director is known to be 
financially. weak, but the rumor of his 
retirement is contradicted. The feel- 
ing is generally reassuring. 


A DASTARDLY OUTRAGE. 


Dynamiters Make an Attempt to Blow Up a 
French General. 

MARSBILLES, !Now. 16.—(By the 

Associated Press.) At midnight an at- 
tempt was made to blow up the offi- 
cial residence of Gen. Mathelin, com- 
mander of the Fifteenth Corps. The 
house was surrounded by a high wall 
into which niches for  sentry-boxes 
were built, though, owing to the late 
quiet condition of affairs, no sentries 
occupied them. Cases of dynamite 
were placed in these niches, also one 
in the hallway of the house, and one 
in the orderlies-room, adjoining the 
apartments occupied by the general. 
About’ midnight, a bomb exploded 
with fearful force, shattering the walls 
and breaking every pane of glass in 
the house and in adjoining houses, 
and badly damaging the building oc- 
cupied by a girls’ school, as well as 
op- 
posite the general’s residence. In fact, 
the force was so great that it was 
felt a mile away. The supposition is 
that the dynamiters expected the first 
concussion to set off all the other 
cas Had this occurred, there would 
have been great destruction of prop- 
erty and heavy loss of life. 

As it was, nebody was hurt. The 
outrage is supposed to be the work of 
street-car strikers whose strike was 
defeated by the aid of the soldiers. A 
rigid investigation into the affair is in 
progress. 

The police have arrested forty 
erchists, including ten foreigners.

Work of Yesterday's Session—Hayes Accused 
of Falsifying Accounts--His Resig- 
nation to Be Demanded —

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The report of the 
general executive board of the Knights 
of Labor was given out this morning. 
It opens with a review. of the year's 
work. The justification of the board's 
course is as follows: 

“The past year has been ope of-trial 
to organized labor. When your board 
had been appealed to and asked for 
their advice in cases of despair, or 
when redactions of wages had been pro- 
posed by employers, they*have felt it 
their duty to counsel cautious and con- 
servative action, even instances 
where, in justice, the demand for in- 
creased wages or resistance of pro- 
posed reduction would have been proper 
and right. 


“The steady stream of immigration | 


which, in spite of restrictive legislation, 
continiies to flow to the shores of this 
continent, makes it comparatively easy 
for employers to fill the places of strik- 
ing workmen. In addition, labor has 
had, this year, to reckon with the fact 
of financial panic and industrial de- 
‘pression.”’ 

“The cause of the panic is a question 
that it” would be unprofitable to here 
discuss. Whether it was occasioned by 
the operation of the so-called Sherman 
act, as some assert; to uncertainty 
vegarding tariff legislation, as others 
maintain, or whether it was part of a 
deliberately-planned conspiracy, having 
for its object-the doubling of the world’s 
funded debts through the contraction 
of the world’s money, which would be 
the: inevitable consequence of the de- 
monetization of silver, as an increasing 
number believe. need not here be. dis- 
cussed.’’

to attract custom by signs announcing | 
“closing out,’ ‘“‘sheriff’s sales,”’ ‘‘re- 
tiring from business,’’ etc. ur cor- 
respondent thinks that such methods 
are in bad taste, and are apt to create 
an unfavorable impression on new ar- 
rivals. There is doubtless some justice 
in our correspondent’s remarks. The 
trouble is that when one merchant sets 
the fashion on this line and draws a 
crowd, others feel bound to follow for 
fear of being left behind in the pro- 
cession. In time, the present craze 
for such a sensational ‘style of adver- 
tising will doubtless die out, and give 
way to more conservative methods. 
These advertisements sometimes make 
things look blacker than they actually 
are in a business sense. 


There really appears to be an un- 
necessary amount of alarm in some 
quarters regarding the condition of 
affairs in Hawaii. It is reported that 
searcely any freight was sent out from 
San Francisco on the steamer which 
sailed yesterday. Such fears certainly 
appear unreasonable. The recent “‘rev- 
olution” was not attended with any 
bloodshed, and there is no reason to 
anticipate that the restoration of the 
previous government will be attended 
with any more trouble. In any case, 
the United States will know how to 
protect the lives and property of its 


citizens. 


The letter of Atty.-Gen. Smith of 
Hawaii, which has been made pub- 
lic at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, undoubtedly 
reflected correctly the views of his 
government at the time of writing, 
which might have been anywhere from 
October 20, after the steamer Mono- 
wai left Honolulu, to November 7, 
when the steamship China took her 
departure. Meantime, Minister Willis 
has made his advent on the scene,

THE NEW LEVEE. 


The Work Progressing in a _ Satisfactory 
Manner. 

The work of constructing a levee 
along the east bank of.the Los Angeles 
River was inspected by a committee of 
the City Council yesterday, and was 
found to be progressing satisfactorily. 
The levee extends for a distance of 
1150 feet northward from the Buena 
Vista-street bridge, and is constructed 
s0 as to prevent the river from en- 
croaching further on its east bank along 
there. 

The Arroyo Seco empties into the 
river a short distance above the levee, 
and from the same side. The Southern 
Pacific bridge crosses the river above 
its junction with the Arroyo Seco, Be- 
fore this bridge was built the current 
of the river during the winter (which is 
the time when the banks are washed 
away )was not as strong as that of the 
arroyo. As a result of this, the 
stronger current of the arroyo would 
cause the combined streams to wash 
against the western river bank. Since 
the Southern Pacific bridge was built, 
however, the river current being the 
stronger, the combined stream has 
washed away so much of the east bank 
as to threaten an encroachment on 
some valuable land. 

The levee is composed of large pieces 
of rock, brought from Cajon Pass. 
These are piled up solidly to a height 
of about six feet and dirt is dumped 
in behind them. The work is being 
done by the Santa’ Fe Company, and 
will cost the city about $5000. This is 
stated to be less than half what it 
would cost by regular contract, but 
the company has been willing to bear 
the larger part of the expense, for the 
reason that some of its land was 
threatened. 

From the northern end of this levee 

there is a distance of about one hun- 
dred and fifty feet to the southern end 
of the levee, at the mouth of the arroyo, 
which is still unprotected from being 
washed away. 
The Council is now considering the 
advisability of expending about $750 for 
the purpose of extending the levee 
along this place.

Sixty-seven are Ordered 
Released. 


The Curtain Goes Down on the 
Geary Act, 


All the Sentenced Heathen in Cus- 
tody Freed. 


Except One Who Had Been Previously Con- 
victed of Felony--Orders from Atty.- 
Gen, Olney Undoing Judge 
Ross’s Work. 


The curtain went down yesterday on 
the last scene of the Geary Chinese 
act, the lights were suddenly put out, 
and the audience retired to darkness to 
await the next act of the great exclu- 
sion drama. Chinese plays, as a rule, 


_| are of great historical interest, but they 


are fearfully long-winded. In both 
these respects the great exclusion 
drama, which has been holding the 
boards of the American theater for a 
number of years, but which promises 
soon to come to an end, certainly ex- 
ceeds anything of the kind ever before 
attempted.. The Burlingame treaty has 
been worn out, the Scott act is in 
oblivion, and now the Geary act is also 
played out. After Congress meeis 
again, and some more money is appro- 
priated to “‘keep up the fun,’ the Mo- 
Creary act will be attempted. When 
this has been gone through with the 
great exclusion drama will be with- 
drawn from the American public, and 
those actors who have failed to pro- 
vide themselves with the wherewithal 
to remain in this country, will he 
kindly, but firmly, assisted to their na- 
tive heath. 

Yesterday’s finishing touch to the 
Geary Act was not accompanied by 
any loud beating of tom-toms and clash- 
ing of cymbals, as is usually the case 
in Chinese dramas, but, on the con- 
trary, was a very tame affair. A few 
clicks of the telegraph instrument by 
the proprietor of.the show at Wash- 
ington, followed by a corresponding 
number of echoing clicks by Stage Man- 
ager Gard, at this end of the line, 
and the thing was done. The actors 
were told to depart, but were strictly 
admonished to be ready for the next 
installment, entitled, ‘“‘The McCreary 
Act, or Registration in Dead Earnest,’’ 
early next month. Meanwhile the au- 
dience has taken a pass-check at the 
door, and will partake of refreshments 
and rest in the interim. 

SIXTY-SEVEN RELBASED. 

After receiving numerous telegrams 
and letters from Chinese Attorney Rior- 
dan of San Francisco, requesting him to 
send orders of release for the Chinese 
now in the San Francisco and Oakland 
jails, Marshal Gard wired Atty.-Gen. 
Olney for instructions, and late yester- 
day afterneon received the following 
telegram: 

“WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 16, 1893. 

“United States Marshal George E. 
Gard, Los Angeles, Cal.: Discharge all 
Chinese in your custody sentenced to 
deportation under section 6 of the Geary 
act, except those heretofore convicted of 
felony. This is in pursuance of the Mc- 
Creary act, which discontinues all such 
proceedings, and, in aeceordance with 
the Attdorney-General’s telegram of No- 
vember 4, ta United States Attorney 


Denis, 
“MAXWELL, 
“Acting Attorney-General.” 

On reeeipt of these positive instruc- 
tions. Marshal Gard wired the follow- 
ing to the Sheriff of Alameda county: 
_ “*¥ou will release all Chinese United 
States prisoners in your custody sen- 
tenced to deportation under section 6 
of the Geary act, except Mock Chuck 
who has been heretofore convicted of 
felony.” A similar message was gent 
to the Sheriff of Alameda county, ex- 
cept that the reference to Mock Chuck 
was omitted. 

Marshal Gard says that under these 
orders sixty-seven Chiramen, including 
Charley Ah Him and other highbinders, 
who were sentenced to deportation by 
Judge Ross, will be set free. Only 
Mock Chuck, who has the distinction 
of being branded by a “‘pyior’’ will be 
returned to the scenes of his youth. 

United States Attorney Denis eould 
not be seen at his office yesterday aft- 
ernoon, as he had gone home on ac- 
count of illness, but in the Marshal's 
office it was taken for granted that 
Atty.-Gen. Olney possessed the power 
to order the discharge of the Chinese. 
The reason was given that in appeal- 
ing to the United States Supreme 
Court, the appellant has six months in 
which to perfect his appeal, and that 
this length of time had not yet elapsed 
since the committal of the Chinese for 
deportation. Therefore, it was coti- 
tended that until they had exhausted 
this right of appeal, the cases were 
considered as pending, according to the 
McCreary Jaw. However that may be, 
a legal authority well versed on these 
matters, last night gave it as his opin- 
ion that no appeal from the action of 
the court which sentenced the Chinese 
to deportation had ever been legally 
taken. The only question on prhich 
deportation had been temporarily de- 
layed was on an appeal from a denial 
of writs of habeas corpus, an outside 
proceeding which had nothing whatever 
to do with the main question involved. 
However there would have been so 
many nice questions of law, and possi- 
ble international complications  in- 
volved, that Atty.-Gen. Olney, no. 
doubt, to save the Supreme Court from 
vexation. resolved to cut the Gordian 
knot by giving his own interpretation 
to the law. As the deportees are’ sup- 
posed to be out of the jurisdiction of 
the court; and in the custody of the 
Marshal, after being sentenced, and, as 
the Attorney-General is the superior 
officer of all United States Marshals, 
his orders are conclusive, and there is 
nothing to do but obey. 

OFFICIAL ORDERS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—In reply to 
a telegram from the United States 
Marshal for the southern district of 
California, asking if he should discharge 
the Chinese held by him for deporta- 
tion, Solicitor-General Maxwell, acting 
for the Attorney-General, has author- 
ized the release of the men, except 
those, if any, who have been convicted 
of some felony. The Marshal of the 
northern district has already released 
those held by him.

Interest in His Meetings Increasing—An Ef- 
fective Sermon.

AN INNOVATION IN RIDING HABITS .

The fall riding habit looks a good 
deal like any street gown, except the 
necessary closeness of the skirt. The 
bodice is a basque, pointed just below 
the waist front and back, and it but- 
tons straight to the high collar in 
front. What reduces it to the level of 
a. street dress is the fact that it has a 
couple of lapels set on the shoulders, 
It is not a pretty innovation, for most 
people who like a riding habit prefer it 


‘to be and to look tailor-fashioned, but 


it is much in vogue. Like as not we 
shall have frills and flounces in short 
order. There is already a report of an 
effort made to revive the velvet habit 
of the past, made in green or blue vel- 
vet, with plentiful cording and tassel- 
ing of gold, with wide collar and cuffs 
of lace or linen. This is the habit worn 
with a big-plumed, picturesque hat and 
yellow gauntlets. It has been seen for 


many years on the stage in old operas

It is a visiting toilet in dotted satin 
turque which forms the subject of this 
picture. The gored skirt has a twenty- 
irich band of stiffening, and is lined 
with pale lavender taffeta.

FIGUEROA STREET. 


Paving Between Washiggton and Adams 

The contractors have finished the pav- 
ing of Figueroa street from Washing- 
ton to Adams, and the work has been 
accepted by the City Engineer and Su- 
perintendent of Streets, The paving is 
something new, and if it proves a, suc- 
cess, as the builders are oonfident it 
will,,it is more than probable that it 
will be extended from Adams street 
south to the city Mmits, and that the 
same sort of pavement will also be put 
down on Hope, Flower, Grand avenue 
and other of the leading residence 
streets. The street is sixty-seven feet 
between the curbs, with ten foot as- 
phalt gutters and graveled roadway. 
This, it is claimed. makes a better 
street for light driving than bitumin- 
ous limerock, while the first cost is 
only about one-half, and the expense of 
repairs is almost nominal. This valua- 
ble improvement has been made under 
the Bond act, the cost being about $4 
a front foot a side. It is believed that 
this paving of Figueroa street will do 
much toward solving the storm-water 
problem, as the curbs have been made 
very high, and it is estimated that the 
full volume of water that falls on the 
street can carried off. The total 
cost of the improvement was about 
$19,000, the distance paved being about 
half a mile. The contractor was A. M. 

ustin, who did the asphalt work, sub- 
etting the grading to E. H. Hutchin- 
son. The’ work is very substantially 
done, and both the City Engineer and 
Street Superintendent express them- 
selves as well pleased with it, as do also 
a property-owners who foot the 
bills, 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Reports Were Too Few to Be Published in 
* In lieu of the regular weekly weather 
crop bulletins for Southern California, 
the bureau gives out the following, the 
reports being too few to publish in de- 
tail: 

The first part of the week Was cooler 
than usually occurs at this period of 
the year, with foggy mornings in the 
coast districts; the latter part was 
warm and clear, with dry, northerly 
winds. The absence of rain with the 
drying winds of the latter part of the 
week materially hastened the curing of 
raisins, which is approaching comple- 
tion; packing and shipping the crop is 
now in operation. 

Plowing for grain and winter cr is 
progressing in the sections favo ith 
sufficient moisture by the fate rains, 
but rain is needed to soften the soil, 
as it is hard and dry, before general 
plowing can begin. The week was a 
quiet one in farming cfrcles, as not 
much can be done in the way of farm- 
ing operations until the rains come. 

. Oranges are turning, and some have — 
been placed on the market, but several 
weeks will yet elapse before the crop 
will be in condition“ for harvesting. 
Experienced persons, who have investi~- 
gated the crop outlook in Southern 
California, express the opinion that the 
coming orange crop will be only a little 
greater this season than that last 
year. This opinion coincides with that 
expressed by growers who have had an 
opportunity to visit all lealities in the 
orange-growing section.. The navel crop 
will considerably increased, but ‘the 
seedlings, as a rule, will fall below last 
year’s yield.

On the Santa, Fe Will 
Hurt the Scalpers. 


Southern Pacific Officials are 
on the Coast Line. 


An Important Convention to Be 
Held in This City. 


Slowing Up Transcontinental Time—Eest- 
bound Rates Not Liable to Go 
Down—General and 

Local. 


The Santa Fe has thrown a bomb 
among the ticket brokers that will 
cause dismay and consternation among 
them, It was all done by the announce- 
ment contained in a joint circular, is- 
sued by the Atchison, Topeka. and 
Santa Fe and St. Louis and San Fran- 
¢isco roads, which will have the effect 
of greatly diminishing the revenues of 
the brokers. The circular, addressed to 
connecting lines, reads: 

“You are respectfully requested to 
at once withdraw from sale second-class 
tickets reading via these lines to Albu- 
querque: Atlantic and Pacific to Bar- 
stow, Southern California to Los An- 
“geles, and Southern Pacific from Los 
Angeles to Tulare, Goshen, Fresno, 
Madera, Merced, Isathrop, Sacramento, 
San Francisco and all other. points 
north of Mojave. 

“Please continue sale of first-class, 
single and round-trip tickets via _ this 
route, 

“This request does not affect any 
forms of tickets reading by Mojave di- 
rect, nor those via Barstow and Los 
Angeles and Santa Barbara and other 
Southern Pacific points south of Mo- 
jave. 

“Please correct your rate-sheets to 
Show that second-class rates to points 
on Southern Pacific, north of Mojave, 
do not apply via Albuquerque, Barstow 
and Los Angeles.”’ 

This is, in brief, the announcement 
that the Santa Fe has ceased to sell 
through second-class tickets to San 
Francisco, reading by way of Los An- 
geles. The second-class fare from the 
Missouri River points to Los Angeles or 
Sna Francisco is $35. Kansas City bro- 
kers have done a thriving business in 
selling to Los Angeles passehgers tick- 
‘ets reading to San Francisco at $37, or 
$2 more than the regular fare, giving 
the passenger a rebate order on a Los 
Angeles broker for $5, upon the surren- 
der here of the remaining coupon of 
the ticket. This would save $3 for the 
passenger, and give the Los Angeles 
broker a chance for a margin on the 
San Francisco ticket. Though this kind 
of a deal could be worked only by 
those who had no checked baggage, it 
was extensively practiced. By the new 
rule second-class passengers for San 
Francisco must go direct by way ef 
Barstow and Mojave, without seeing 
any of Southern California. 

The brokers in Los Angeles had re- 
ceived a hint of this ne X move and 
were perturbed thereat. A Times re- 
porter asked H. K. Gregory, assistant 
general passenger agent of the Sanfa 
Fe’s Southern California lines, about 
the matter, but that gentleman was 
not communicative on the subject. He 
said the local rumor had emanated 
from a jocular remark made in the 
hearing of a broker, and that there 
was nothing in the story at all. The 
full text of the circular quoted above 
was received by The Times later in the 
day. Mr. Duffin, one of the local 
brokers, was asked about it, and he 
admitted that he knew the Santa Fe 
, contemplated some such action. 

“They are making a mistake, 
though,” said he, ‘‘for such a rule will 
hurt Los Angeles and Southern Cali- 
fornia mcre than it will the brokers. 
You will see the Chamber of 
merce make a kick as soon as the fact 
is known. You’d be surprised to 
know how many passengers ticketed 
to San Francisco come here first, and 
like thé country so well that they 
willingly forfeit the San Francisco 
coupon on their tickets in order to get 
their baggage and conclude to remain 
here. The number sometimes amounts 
to 100 a month. The brokers do not 
make much on that business, for most 
the hawe baggage which 

ey can only secure b ving u 
their ticket.”’ 

SANTA FE MAGNATES. 

The special train bearing Vice-Pres- 
ident D. B. Robinson and other Santa 
Fe ocfficials over the Southern Cali- 
fornia lines to ‘San Jacinto and 
Temecula, yesterday, returned to the 
city at 6 p.m. Mr. Robinson and party 
will go to San Diego this morning to 
look over that region. It is not known 
how long they will remain in that city.

Which Was Set Aside and a New 
Trial Ordered. 


An Important Decision by Judge Clark Af- 
fecting Constables’ Fees—The O’Han- 
rahan Case—New Suits— * 
Court Notes. 


The trial of the suit instituted by 
Mrs. N. Millet against the executors 
of the estate of her deceased brother, 
the late Lewis L. Bradbury, which 
has occupied the attention of Judge 
Shaw and a jury in Department Five 
for the past week, was concluded yes- 
terday afternoon, but the court ex- 
ercised its authority to the extent of 
annulling the proceedings already had 
and ordering a new trial, so the matter 
is by no means disposed of after all. 

The whole of the morning session 
was consumed by counsel in arguing 
the case, which was finally submitted 
by the jury at 12:26 o’clock. After 
aun hour's deliberation, and luncheon, 
that body announced that a _ verdict 
had been agreed upon, and when court 
convened at 2 p.m. this verdict was 
returned, when it was found to be for 
the plaintiff in the sum of $5000. Some- 
what of a sensation was created, how- 
ever, when Judge Shaw announced 
from the bench that the court of its 
own notion, and without the applica- 
tion of either party, ordered the ver- 
dict vacated, and set aside and 
sranted a new trial, upon the ground 
that there had been such a disregard 
by the jury of the instructions of the 
court, and the evidence in the case, 
as to show to the satisfaction of the 
court that said verdict was rendered 


under a misapprehension of said in- 
structions. 

Plaintiff’s counsel thereupon arose 
and offered to remit the sum of $1000 
from the verdict if the balance be 
allowed to stand, but as the defense 
objected to such a _ proceeding, the 
court had no alternative but to refuse 
the proffered compromise. 
QUESTION OF CONSTABLES’ 

Judge Clark yesterday rendered his 
decision affirming the judgment in the 
case of W. A. Pardee vs. the County 
of Los Angeles, an action brought to 
recover $29.55 alleged to be due as fees 
for services rendered by plaintiff as 


constable for Scledad township, which 


Was appealed by the District Attorney 
from Justice Bartholomew's court, in 
accordance with the following terse 
opinion: 

“This case is submitted upon an 
agreed statement of facts, and counsel 
for both plaintiff and defendant admit 
that there is but ecne question to be 
settled. By the act, approved March 
5. 1870, entitled ‘An act to regulate 
fees of office and salaries of certain 
officers,’ the sheriff was authorized 
to charge 20 cents per mile, in going 
only, for each mile necessarily trav- 
cled, to serve any process in a criminal 
case, or for taking a prisoner from 
prison before a court or magistrate, 
and 25 cents per mile, in going only, 
for each mile necessarily traveled in 
taking a prisoner from the place of 
arrest to prison, or before a court or 
magistrate. 

'*“By séction 23 of that act, it is pro- 
vided that constables shall receive cer- 
tain fees for certain specifiea services 
(not including the services above de- 
scribed), and for ‘all other servicés the 
same fees allowed to sheriffs for sim- 
lar services’ 

‘The act of March 24, 1893, entitled, 
‘An act to establish a uniform system 
of county and township governments,’ 
reduced the fees allowed to _ sheriffs 
fur the services specified so that where 
before they were allowed 20 cents per 
mile they are now allowed but 10 
cents, and where they were formerly 
allowed 25 cents per mile they are now 
xllowed but 15 cents. 

“The only. question presented is 
whether by this reduction in the fees 
to be allowed to sheriffs for such serv- 
ices the fees allowed constables were 
likewise reduced, or whether the ‘fees 
of constables for such services are 
still as fixed by the said section 23 of 
the act of 1870. 

“Defendant's counsel contends that 
the language of that section, i.e. ‘for 
all other services the same fees al- 
lowed to. sheriffs for similar serv- 
fees," must be construed to mean such 
fees as are allowed to sheriffs by the 
statute in foree at the time the serv- 
iees of the constable are rendered. 
This I do not think to be so. 

“A statute may, as may a Geed or 
other instrument, adopt a portion of 
another statute by reference, and the 
General rule is that such adoption does 
not include subsequent additions or 
modifications of the statute so adopted 
unless it does so by express intent 
(Sutherland Stat. Const. Sec. 257.) In 
construing a, statute, as in construing 
= deed or will. the cardinal rule is, 
of course, to ascertain the intent of 
the maker. Had the intent of the 
Legislature been as defendanr con- 
tends, nothing could have been more 
easy than to have given expression to 
such intent. by making the section 
‘For all other services the same 
fees are now, or may hereafter, be 
wllowed sheriffs for similar services,’ 
or providing in the act of 1893, that 
the fees allowed constables should be 
the same as those allowed sheriffs. 
But that act (Sec. 14) provides that 
there shall be allowed constables such 
Tees as arc now or may herearter be 
allowed by law: provided that no con- 
Stuble shall receive more than $1000 
per annum, ete. 

“tipon the facts stipulated I am of 
the opinion plaintiff is entitled to judg- 
ment, and it is so ordered.”’ 

THE O'HANRAHAN CASE. 

Judge McKinley resumed the hearing 
of the testimony in the O’Hanrahan 
habeas corpus case yesterday morning, 
three witnesses being examined for the 
respondents, includfhe the girl, Annie 
Kayne, or Ryan. Nothing new was 
developed, however, and after denying 
the motion of the petitioner, O’Han- 
rahan, for a continuance in order to 
allow of his obtaining depositions from 
Ireland with reference to the girl's 
parentage, the court ordered the mat- 
ter deferred for further hearing until 
this morning. 

SUPREMB COURT OPINION. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of San 
Luls Obispo county in the case of D. 
D. Blackburn ct al. (respondents,) vs. 
Andrew Nelson (appellant,) an action 
to quiet title, for the reasons set forth 
in an opinion written by Justice Ga- 
routte. with whom Justices Harrison 
and Paterson concur, which was re- 
ecived for filing in this city yesterday, 
and of which the following is a con- 
densation: 

The appeal is taken from a judgment 
in favor of plaintiffs, and the only 
question involved is as to the location 
of the western boundary line: of the 
Rancho Paso de Robles. 

. The rancho was surveyed in 1859, and 
its boundary lines, as far as it is neces- 
sary to examine them for the purposes 
of this case, are described as com- 
mencing at a post marked P.R. No. 38; 
thence west 84 chains and 20 links to a 
marked P.R. No. 4; thence south 
ahaina 87 links to the corners of

sections 31, 32,5 and 6. There is no dis- 
pute either as to the location of P.R. 
No. 3, or the termination of the west 
line at the point where the four sec- 
tions corner, but the post marked P.R. 
No, 4 is destroyed, and thts litigation 
is the result, for the location of the 
corner where that post originally stood 
is determinative of the merits of this 
case. The township of government 


land lying immediately west of the 


aforesaid rancho was surveyed and sec- 
tionized in 1869, long after the title to 
the rancho was settled, and its exterior 
boundaries finally located, hence if any 
conflict arises between these respective 
surveys, the grant survey must prevail. 

Appellant contends that P.R. No. 4 
should be located by running north 255 
chains and 87 links from the corner of 
the four sections mentioned. Respond- 
ents insist that the northwest corner 
of the rancho should be located by run- 
ning west from P.R. No. 3, 84 chains 
and 20 links, and with this determina- 
tion we agree. ... e northwest 
corner of the rancho is not only located 
by a monument, but by course and dis- 
tance. The location by monument is 
valueless, for the monument has dis- 
appeared. Hence the course and dis- 
tance is necessarily controlling. . . . 
The question here presented is ele- 
mentary, and we see no necessity for a 
citation of authority. 

Judgment affirmed. 


Court Notes. 

The case against , Edward Fonda, 
charged with having obtained property 
by means of false pretenses, was called 
for trial in Department One yesterday 
morning, but by agreement the matter 
went over until December 26 next. 

The third trial of the damage suit of 
A. Ramish vs. J. Kirschbraun et al., 
an action arising out of the failure of 
defendants to ship a consignment of 
eggs in reasonable time, was concluded 
before Judge Clark and a jury in De- 
partment Two, yesterday afternoon, the 
result being a sealed verdict, which 
will be opened this morning. 8 

The defendants in the.case of C. L. 
Batchellor, administrator, vs. I. R. 
Dunkelberger et al., an action to fore- 
close a mortgage on 74.27 acres of land 
in section 9, T 18, R 14 W, for $12,- 
577.74, having allowed the matter to go 
by default, Judge Van Dyke yesterday 
ordered judgment against them, in 
favor of plaintiffs, as prayed for. 

The case of Martin Murnane vs. J. K. 
Norman, an action to recover posses- 
sion of certain property, came up for 
hearing before Judge Shaw yesterday, 
but after the examination of one wit- 
ness, it was stipulated that the evi- 
dence set forth in the statements upon 
motion for a new trial therein be con- 
sidered as such in the case, and the 
matter then went over until this morn- 
ing. 

The judgement heretofore entered 
against the defendants in the suit to 
quiet title of G. A. Cortelyou vs. N. 
Bennett et al., was, upon motion and 
by. consent, ordered vacated by Judge 
McKinley yesterday, an error having 
inadvertently been made with refer- 
ence to the entering of the default of 
defendants. 

Cc. B. McDowell, a native of New 
York, 62 years of age, was taken before 
Judge McKinley yesterday afternoon 
for examination as to his mental con- 
dition, but was discharged as harmless, 
in accordance with the recommendation 
of Drs. Hughes and Wernigk, who ex- 
amined him. The unfortunate old man 
has during the past four years, been 
twice an inmate of the Stockton 
asylum, and once of Napa asylum; but 
although undoubtedly weak-minded, 
there was no evidence to show that he 
had either homicidal or suicidal ten- 
dencies.

important Board of Trade [leet- 
ing—Large Attendance. 


The Nevada Southern Railroad—Cases in 
Court—Various Items of Local 
Pair 

Project—Brevities. 


A largely-attended meeting was held 
at the Board of Trade rooms Thurs- 
day afternoon to hear what President 
Blake of the Southern Nevada Rail- 
road had to say, and incidentally to 
discuss certain other matters of public 


importance. 

President Keyes presided, and W. 
H. Knight was present in his official 
capacity as secretary. Without any 
unnecessary preliminaries Mr. Blake 
was introduced. In brief and to-the- 
point language he explained what has 
been done so far in the matter of the 
construction of the road he represents, 
the amount of money expended and 
the good results that will follow 
frem direct communication between 
Utah and Southern California. -Finan- 
cial encouragement at this end of the 
line, Mr. Blake explained, is all that 
is needed to insure the early comple- 
tion and success of the undertaking, 
and such believed would be 
promptly forthcoming. 

Mr. Blake was followed by ex-Mayor 
Henry T. Hazard of Los Angeles, who 
in. an interesting manner dilated upon 
the value of the territory the new road 
will traverse. Special stress was laid 
on the importance of the fact that the 
road will offer a route 300 miles shorter 
between Utah and the tide water of 
the Pacific than any now operating. 

Mr. Mulholland, well known in en- 
gineering, made some practical and 
exceedingly interesting remarks rela- 
tive to the value of the new country 
that the road will open up—from a 
mining standpoint. It is wonderfully 
rich in iron and copper ores, lime and 
fine clay, besides furnishing all the 
essentials im conspicuous degree for 
manufacturing Bessemer steel. The 
agricultural possibilities of the country 
were also touched upon. 

A committee, composed of J. W. 
Wood, P. M. Green and W. U. Masters, 
Was appointed to draw up resolutions 
to express the sentiment of the Board 
of Trade on the subject under con- 


sideration. The following resclutidns 
Were submitted and unanimously 
adopted: 

“Resolved, that the sentiment of 


this meeting is that the project of 
building the proposed Nevada South- 
ern Railroad meets its cordial approval 
and we recommend it to the hearty 
support of the citizens of Pasadena. 

_ “Resolved, that the president of this 
Board of Trade be requested to take 
steps to extend to it substantial aid 
and appoint a committee, to circulate 
subscription papers among the eciti- 
zens.”’ 

In accordance with the above the 
chairman will appoint a committee to 
canvass the town for stock subscrip- 
tions. 

The matter of preparing a local ex- 
hibit at the Midwinter Fair was briefly 
discussed. On motion, the chair was 
instructed to appoint a committee of 
seven to take the matter in charge. 
The meeting then adjourned. — 
PETER WONDERS WHERE HE IS.AT. 

Peter Steil is of the opinion that it 
is more difficult to keep the law than 
to break it. Not long ago he was called 
to account for violating the city liquor 
ordinance, and now the county offi- 
cilals are after him because he -re- 
fuses to pay the county license for sell- 
ing malt and vinous beverages. The 
county license, imposes practically no 
restrictions as to the time and place of 
selling liquors. But the city ordinance 
permits wine and beer to be sold only 
during certain hours of the day, and 
then with a meal costing 20 cents or 
upward. Mr. Steil accordingly regis- 
ters a kick against paying a license 
for the privilege of selling said bever- 
ages during twenty-four hours of the 
day, when he is, in reality, allowed to 
do so during a certain four hours. 

Mr. Steil, who is represented by W. 
E. Arthur, Esq., appeared before Jus- 
tice Barthelomew in Los Angeles on 
Thursday afternoon, and entered & plea 
of not guilty. The time of the trial 
was fixed for Friday afternoon, Novem- 
ber 24,

THE JURY DISAGREED. 

The case of the People vs. Wong Ah 
Fee, an alleged highbinder, was on trial 
before Justice Merriam all day Thurs- 
day. The complaining witness, Wong 
Moi, is an indifferent-looking Chinaman, 
who claims that the defendant struck 
him and attempted to rob him of his 
watch. He testified in court that Wong 
Ah Fee taunted him with being a 
Christian, and said many unkind things 
to him, besides slugging him on either 
cheek, and nearly crazing him by the 
violence of the blows. The prosecu- 
tion’s witness intimated that the 
cause of all his woe was the fact that 
he had been recreant to.the faith of 
Confucius, and had sought to follow the 
precepts and doctrines of the Christian 
religion. On the other hand, Wong Ah 
Fee is a smooth-looking, young China- 
man, who in no way meets one’s ex- 
pectations or fancies of a highbinder. 
He says he has known Wong Moi for 
more than ten years, and always es- 
teemed him to be his friend. On the 
occasion that developed into this suit, 
they were, he says, playing over the 
right of use and possession of a large 
tobacco pipe. 

Wong Moi had the pipe, and Wong 
Ah Fee wanted it. Fee told Moi that 
inasmuch as he was a Christian and a 
follower of Jesus, he ought not to 
smoke at all. and further he observed 
that if he did he would not go to 
heaven. This proposition was met by 
Moi with the assurance that he was a 
“klistyan” and “donesmoke. 

The eleven jurors who were sworn to 
try the case were: R. Wiltiams, 
Charles Putnam, G. H. Smith, B. Ww. 
Lloyd, D. Shellhamer, J. W. Beebe, 
Thomas Grimes, M. Allen, A. C. Drake, 
S$ C. Penny and J. H. Baker. B. W.

After the iury had been out about an 
hour and a half, the jurors having 
found it impossible to agree, were dis- 
charged.

An Important Discovery by the Teachers’

in the schols of Ventura county, and 
that we request R. B. Haydock to 
tabulate a list of errors and points of 
criticism on said State advanced 
geography and send the same to some 
er of wide circulation for publica- 
t 

In view of the,fact that the con-

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Sensation Caused by the Suicide 
of firs. Dunkin. 


The Unfortunate Woman Formerly a Resi- 
dent of Santa Ana—The Brown 
Case in the Hands of. 
the Jury. | 


The news in The Times Thursday 
morning 
Dunkin in Los Angeles was a great 
surprise to the greater portion of her 
friends and acquaintances in this city, 
and yet not so to those who knew her 
best. or who knew of her domestic un- 
happiness. 

Mr. Dunkin came from Kansas to 
Santa Ana about a year ago, and se- 
cured employment as car inspector at 
this point, from the Southern California 
Railroad Company. His wife arrived 
from the East in March, following her 
husband's arrival. For several months 
they lived in furnished rooms in O. RB. 
Hall’s house on East Fourth street. 
It was there that notice was first taken 
of the couple’s unhappy married life. 
Then they moved over in a cosy, little 
cottage on F street, near the Southern 
Pacific depot, where they resided until 
October 16. At this time Mr. Dunkin 
told some of his friends that he was 
moving to Sacramento; thaf he had 
secured employment there at a good 
salary from the railroad company. It 
was afterward learned that he had 
moved to San Bernardino. instead of 
Sacramento. 

Their married life in this city, while 
to some of their neighbors, seemed 
“pleasant and agreeable, to others, who 
knew more of them, was quite the re- 
verse. A friend of Mrs. Dunkin’s in- 
formed The Times correspondent 
Thursday that the young wife had said 
in the presence of others that she 
feared she would kill herself some 
time. or that her husband would kill 
her: that her husband had once taken 
the Keeley cure, but that he was begin- 
ning to drink again, and that when he 
was under the influence of liquor, she 
was fearful of her life. She also said 
that she and her husband were both 
jealous of each other, and that their 
lives were miserable; that she would 
have left him for her own good, but 
she feared he would go to the dogs 
then, sure. 

Mr. Dunkin was not very extensively 
known in Santa Ana, but in his circle 
of acquaintances he was considered a 
good, quiet fellow with few bad hab- 
its. and he was not thought to be a 
hard drinker. P 

Mrs. Dunkin was a school teacher 
before she married Mr. Dunkin, and 
had saved up considerable money. Mr. 
Dunkin also had some money and 
property in the East, both husband and 
wife receiving about $50 per month in 
rentals, 

GONE TO THE JURY. 

Never before has there been a case 
in Orange in which there has been as 
much general interest manifested as in 
the Brown-Murray assault case. The 
evidence was all in Wednesday even- 
ing, but the attorneys occupied the 
greater portion of Thursday in argu- 
ment. The court’s charge to the jury 
occupied one hour and fifteen minutes’ 
time, and was. very thorough. In ef- 
fect, it was, among other things, that 
if evidence wag produced that Murray 
owned the property on each side of the 
alley (and deeds were produced to this 
effect) in which the pipe was laid, 
then the pipe was the property of Will- 
iam Murray, and that he had a right to 
use sufficient force to protect his prop- 
erty. On the other hand, the jury 
should carefully consider what con- 
stitutes self-defense, and for their guid- 
ance fourteen elements were given. 

The jury retired at 3 p.m., and up to 
the time this report closes, 5 o’clock, 
no decision had been arrived at. 

“IMPORTANT, IF TRUE.” 

It was unofficially announced in Santa 
Ana a few minutes before sundown 
Wednesday evening, that President 
Cleveland had resigned, and that Capt. 
J. C. MacCabe, of this city, was about 
to be commissioned Consul-General to 
the Sandwich Islands. Upon investiga- 
tion, however, it was learned that the 
reports, in both instances, were un- 
founded, and perhaps given out with 
malice aforethought, at least so far as 
Capt. MacCabe is concerned. It is now 
claimed by Capt. MacCabe’s political 
friends that the rumor was started 
with a view of injuring his chances 
for the Santa Ana postoffice. They of- 
fer no explanation as to the grounds 
for the report referring to Capt. Cleve- 
land. 

WHY NOT BURN A FEW? 

The fact that there is, at the pres- 
ent time, a brick famine in Orange 
county, should be the means of induc- 
ing enterprising residents to burn a 
few kilns as soon as possible. From 
present indications there will be a 
good demand for brick in Santa Ana 
and Orange county the coming winter 
and spring. In speaking of the 
searcity of brick the Anaheim Gazette 
says: “McWilliams & Porter had made 
their arrangements to begin the erec- 
tion of N. Hart’s new brick building 
on the corner of Center and Hermine 
streets, when they were confronted 
with a brick famine and were forced 
to temporarily suspend operations. No 
bricks can be procured here, the 
Schindler kiln being tied up with the 
Koenig attachment. None are to be 
had at Santa Ana, and the nearest are 
at Inglewood, above Los Angeles. In 
this dilemma efforts arg being made 
to effect the release of a _ sufficient 
number of brick from  Schindler’s 
yard to begin operations.”’ 

ATTENTION, FARMERS! 


The following pafagraph from a 
local exchange will be interesting read- 
ing for you: “The amount of sugar 
made at Chino this season and re- 
fined is 15,063,357 pounds. This is 
double the output of last year, and 
the largest output of a single cam- 
paign ever known in this country. 
The government bounty on sugar 
made at Chino is 1% cents per pound, 
so that the premium that will be paid 
on this season’s output will reach the 
magnificent sum of $263,608.75. It is 
expected that this year’s output will 
be far surpassed by that of next year, 
as the factory will not only manu- 
facture from an increased acreage of 
sugar beets to be planted by outside 
districts, but that the cultivation of 
land will be greatly extended on the 
Chino ranch itself. It is expected that 
the output for the next campaign will 
reach 25,000,000 pounds at least.”’

The principal place of business 
is at Orange, and the term for which 
the corporation is to exist is fifty years. 
The directors are: A. H. Cargill, Brook- 
hurst; W. M. McFadden, Placentia; J. 
L. Collins, Villa Park; M. L. Rodgers, 
Anaheim; M. J. Bundy, Tustin; and W. 
S. Derby, Orange. The amount of capi- 
tal stock is $1000, divided into 1000 
shares, of the par value of $1 per share.

REDLANDS. 

In their jealous labors for the im- 
provement of the streets of Redlands, 
the city trustees seem to have encoun- 
tered a snag of more or less pretension, 
and stirred up a little bad blood. E. 
G. Judson, Mayor of the city, is also 
chairman of the Street Committee, and 
acting with the consent of that commit- 
tee, has employed a professional tree- 
pruner to trim the trees along the side- 
walks of certain of the thoroughfares. 
All went well until the place of A. A. 
Courteney was reached. After’ the 
trees in front of his property had been 
pruned, he ordered the pruner to stcp, 
and denounced his acts in pretty strong 
language. He also visited the home of 
Mr. Judson, and gave vent to some of 
his wrath by abusing him in pretty 
strong terms. He then proceeded to 
file a suit for damages against Mr. Jud- 
son, alleging that he was injured to the 
extent of $250. In the complaint he 
states that the city exceeded its juris- 
diction in taking upon itself the right 
to prune or otherwise molest the trees 
upon the street in front of the private 
property of an individual. In conversa- 
tion, Mr. Courteney states that the suit 
is brought simply to have determined 
the jurisdiction the city may have over 
street trees, and what rights citizens 
have respecting the trees in front of 
their property. 

The matter was discussed at some 
length at a special meeting of the city 
trustees held on Thursday, when the 
following resolution was offered by 
Trustee F. P. Meserve, and passed: 

Whereas, the president of the Board 
of Trastees, of this city, as a member 
of the Street Committee thereof, has for 
more than six months last past, and up 
to the present time, acted under au- 
thority of said committee in having 
the trees al@ng the sidewalk of Brook- 
side and Highland avenues of said city 
pruned and trimmed and kept in proper 
shape; and 

Whereas. said committee and said 
president in all their acts in said mat- 
ter have carried out the expectations 
of the board. and has acted with the 
approval of the committee, it is now 
hereby ordered that all the acts of said 
president in the pruning and trimming 
of trees on said avenues, up to this 
time, be and are hereby approved, rati- 
fied. confirmed and commended, the 
same being in all respects satisfactory 
and for the best interest of the public 
and all concerned.

street mentioned, save in giving the 
city as good an appearance as possible 
through having the trees upon the 
streets uniformly pruned and well cared 
for. and where he Knew or thought 
owners of abutting property objected 
to the city pruning or in any way car- 
ing for the trees, he deferred to their 
wishes. 

The City Attorney states that the 
city, or the Street Committee, or Mr. 
Judson have in no way overstepped 
their powers in the matter, and that 
‘the suit is a piece of spite work-on the 
part of Mr. Courteney to annoy the 
city for not doing as he wishes in this 
matter. 

Quite a spirited discussion is in 
progress in this city over the question 
of representation from this city at the 
Midwinter Fair. Mayor Judson and 
some others are opposed to Redlands 
making a locality exhibit, as the city

The long line of gaily decorated 
craft was a beautiful sight. The trip 
was extended to Baltimore, where he 
was during the Roman Catholic cele- 
bration over Cardinal Gibbons’s ju- 
bilee. 

At Washington he saw the renators 
fighting over the silver question, and 
many people spoke to him in a highly 
ator White. e Senator was not long 
after invited to deliver an address be- 
fore the Columbian Club at Chicago, 
which ‘he did. He was received most 
cordially. 
Senor Forster and wife were at Chi- 
cago again during the closing exercises 
of the fair, when there was a hush over 
everything because of the death of 
Mayor Harrison. The funeral proces- 
sion was a long one, lasting from 10 
o’clock in the morning till 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon.
